WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
The Administration chalked up 
an important victory in foreign 
policy today on the strength of 
the Senate’s 55 to 24 approval of 
an overseas arms program. 

The Senate reached its decision 
late yesterday to rearm friendly 
nations after beating down two

The Senate's vote pledged Con- 
gress to a foreign arms program 
since the House already has ap- 
proved a similar military aid bill. 
The House measure calls for 5869, 
505,000, or $444,505,000 less than the 
Senate figure. Senate and House 
members will work out in con- 
ference the amount of money to 
be authorized.

ODDS ON THE CARDINALS CUT 
AFTER DODGERS WIN BY 19-6 


—A Needed 


However, St. Louis Club Still Is Favored to 
Win Pennant, Leads by Half a Game

Cardinal fans had a day of rest 
today, and they needed it. 

Last night’s d at Sports- 
man’s Park, in which the Red- 
birds were trampled by the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, 19 to 6, in the con- 
cluding game of the “Little World 
Series,” were almost as hard on 
the spectators as on the players. 

With the Cardinal first-place 
lead shaved to a thin half-game, 
fans and players alike needed time 
to shake off combat fatigue be- 
fore the battle for the National 
League pennant is resumed to- 
morrow night, when the Redbirds 
play Chicago here at 8:30 o’clock, 
while the Dodgers meet Philadel- 
phia in Brooklyn. 

Although they lost two out of 
three games to the Dodgers, the 
Cardinals remain betting favorites 
to win the pennant, but by re- 
duced odds. The Redbjrds, 2-to-5 
favorites before the Br series 
opened, are now quoted at 1 to 2, 
and odds on Brooklyn, which were 
2 to have shortened to 8 to 5. 
This means that a bettor on the 
Cardinals must wager $2 against 
$1, and a Dodger supporter puts 
up $5 against 38. 

94,662 See Three Games. 

The series with the Dodgers at- 
tracted 94,662 spectators, standing 
room being sold for each of the 
three games. Attendance at the 
first’ game was 31,468 and the 
second drew 32,429. Perhaps it 
was just as well that the final 
game was viewed by the smallest 


crowd of the series—30,765. 
The score last night was remi- 


niscent of football, and the Cardi- 
nals took a first-class kicking 
around. The crowd, realizing to 
what an extent the pennant race 
hinged on this one game, was 
quiet and tense as the contest got 
under way, but Cardinal misplays 
and a barrage of Dodger hits 
speedily removed all suspense. 
Cardinal fans began to leave, 
more in sorrow than disgust, 
when the game was only half over. 
The very first play set the tone 
for the night. Reese lifted a foul 
near first base, and Jones let it 
drop for an error, evoking a 
chorus of groans. There were boos 
a few minutes later as Jackie 
Robinson was walked to,fill the 
bases, and howls when Hermanski 
drove in two runs with a single.

PERMITS, HGR 
TAXES PROPOSED 
10 ALDERMEN 


One Bill Would Require 
Annual Approval of 
Each Route — Second 
Seeks Yearly Levy Rise 
of $256,423. 


Two ordinances proposing more 
stringent municipal control over 
the operation of busses and street- 
cars in the city, and increasipg 
city taxes on transit operations by 
$256,423 a year were introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen today at 
the request of Mayor Joseph M. 


Darst. 

One of the measures would 
tighten provisions covering , the 
granting of permits by the Board 
of Public Service to transit com- 


panies, requiring annual permits 
which would be revokable at will 
by the board. The Public Service 
Co. is now operating under blanket 
permits, the expiration date of 
which has never been ascertained, 
it was said. 

A separate permit would be re- 
quired on each streetcar and bug 
route instead of the present 
blanket permits covering all 
routes. They would.be non-as- 
signable and “non-exclusive.” 

One of the ordinances declares 
it to be the policy of the city to 
permit competition in furnishing 
* ns service, unless such com- 
petition be clearly shown to be 
inimical to the public interest.” 

Increase City Powers. 

Another provision on the new 
measures, 3 ore ef 
sage by the Legislature of a peni 
ing bill to restore aty control 
over bus operations and fares, 
would give the Board of Public 
Service sweeping powers over 
rates, routes and equipment. It 
would give the board the power 
make reasonable rules and 
regulations governing rates, serv- 
ice, location 6f stops, safety appli- 
ances, equipment and operating 
practices, 

The gross revenue tax on bus 
operations would be increased from 
5 to 6 per cent. The additional 
revenue would be placed in a spe- 
cial fund for use in repairing, 
maintaining and restoring streets 
along bus routes, and for re- 
moval of gravel and _ cinders 
thrown on the streets during win- 
ter months by the Public Service 
Co, This tax increase would 
amount to $138,000 a year, it was 
estimated. 


The present tax of one mill on 
each street car passenger would 
be raised to two mills, increasing 
revenues from this source $120,000 
a year. It was stated that the 
present. mill tax amounted to 2 
per cent on the 5-cent fare in ef- 
fect when the tax was adopted 
years ago, and he new two-mill 
tax would still amount to less than 
2 per cent under the current 12- 
cent cash fare.

Text of Traman Announcement 
On Atomic Explosion in Russia 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
The text of President Truman’s statement on the Russian 


BELIEVE the American people, to the fullest extent consistent 
with national security, are entitled to be informed of all devel- 
opment in the field of atomic energy. That is my reason for 
making public the following information: 
We have evidence that within recent weeks an atomic explo- 


Ever since atomic energy was first released by man, the even- 
tual development of this new force by other nations was to be ex- 
pected, This probability has always been taken into account by us. 

Nearly four years ago I pointed out that “scientific opinion 
appears to be practically unanimous that the essential theoretical 
knowledge upon which the discovery is based is already widely 
known. There is also substantial agreement that foreign research 
can come abreast of our theoretical knowledge in time” and, in 
the three-nation declaration of the President of the United States 
and the Prime Ministers of the United Kingdom and of Canada, 
dated Nov. 15, 1945, it was emphasized that no single nation could 
in fact have a monopoly of atomic weapons. N

VISHINSKY CALLS 
ONBIGS TO MAKE 
OWN PEACE PACT 


Makes No Mention of 

_ Atomic Blast in Russia 
in Policy Address to 
U.N. Assembly. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
Russian Foreign Minister Andrei 
T. Vishinsky called on the Big 
Five powers today to conclude 
a peace pact among themselves. 

He made no mention of an 
atomic explosion in the Soviet 
Union in his’ general policy ad- 
dress to the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Vishinsky prefaced his peace 
proposal with his usual slashing 
‘attack on the Western Powers. 
He charged the United States and 
Britain are leading plans for an 
aggressive war. 

Then he introduced a formal 
resolution by which the Assembly 
would express the desire for Rus- 
sia, the United States, Britain, 
China and France to conclude a 
peace pact among themselves. 

Vishinsky said not a word about 
President Truman's announce- 
ment in Washington that there 
is evidence of an atomic explosion 
in the Soviet Union. 

He also took no notice of a 
declaration by Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson that the United 
States had expected such an atom- 
ic development and had no plans 
to change policy because of it. 
Acheson held a press conference 
just before Vishinsky spoke, 
Vishinsky said in his prepared 
speech that the United States and 
Britain have refused to conclude 
conventions for prohibiting atomic 
weapons. He said the United 
States continues to build new 
army, navy and air bases in all 
parts of the world. 

Vishinsky asked the General 
Assembly to “call upon all nations 
to settle their disputes and dif- 
ferences peacefully and without 
resorting to the use of force or 
threats of force“ and express “the 
wish that the United States of 
America, Great Britain, China, 
France and the Soviet Union join 
their efforts for this purpose and 
conclude between themselves a

“In our opinion it would be dif- 
ficult to distinguish one of these 
as the better and the other as 
the alternative site on the basis 
of present information. Certainly 
before such a conclusion was 
reached more definite estimates 
of cost should be available and, if 
possible, differences in meteorolog- 
ical conditions should be explored.” 

Parks-Metropolitan Airport is 
5% miles from downtown St. 
Louis, near Route 3, south of East 
St. Louis. The Indian Lake site 
is 5 miles drom the downtown dis- 
trict, and the Horseshoe Lake site 
8.8 miles. The Indian Lake site is 
at the junction of Highways 40 
and 66-67, and Horseshoe Lake on 
oute 111, 

Cost at Various Sites. 

The cost of developing the 
. Horseshoe Lake site was placed 
at about $8,000,000; of the Parks- 
Metropolitan gite at about $9,000,- 
000, and of the Indian Lake site 
Nat about $12,000,000 to $14,000,000. 
The latter figure includes exten- 
sive grading, filling and drainage 
work. 

The report said that the three 
sites were the only ones in the 
‘area that were within the 10 to 
20 minutes’ travel time of the 
downtown area specified by the

original comprehensive airport 
plan for the St. Louis area, also 
made by Horner & Shifrin. Only 
the Horseshoe Lake site was listed 
for development as a major air- 
line airport at that time, however, 
with the Parks-Metropolitan field 
suggested for use by non-sched- 
uled and freight airliners. 
The present study was request- 
ed last July, after Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst said he felt the area’s 
second Major passenger airport 
should be close to downtown St. 
Louis, possibly on the East Side.

Her husband, Patrick, returned 
from work, found Joan drowned 
in the bathtub and Marilyn life- 
less in her bathinette. 

“After Joan was dead, I got in 
the bathtub with her and hit my- 
self over the head with a stick so 
I would go with her,” the mother 
told police, “but I wasn’t able to 
drown myself.” 

She sobbed and trembled while 
she told how she filled the 
bathinette with water and held the 
baby in it until she drowned. 
When Joan, who had had her 
eighth birthday the day before, 
returned from elementary school 
at noon, Mrs. Gulla forced her, 
fully clothed, into the filled tub 
and held her under until she 
stopped struggling.

LONG GOAL STRKE 
POSSIBLE UNDER 
NO-DAY WEEK 


Talks Recessed to Sept. 
29 — Illegal Use of 
Welfare Fund Charged 
in Suit to Oust Trustees. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Sept. 23 (AP)— With John 
L. Lewis’s miners on a “no-day 
work week,” a long coal strike 
seemed possible today. 

That term was coined by Lewis 
himself yesterday in describing 
the walkout which has kept the 
nation’s 480,000 mines off the job 
since Monday. He indicated “the 
no-day week” will stay in force 
until a néw contract is reached. 
The United Mine Workers’ chief 
rejected a two-year extension of 
the old contract yesterday. He de- 
clared the current dispute in the 
steel industry was blocking a wage 


Lewis and operators, of the 
North and West, who have been 
meeting at this resort at intervals 
through the summer, recessed 
their talks until Sept. 29. 

Both sides reported stone-wall 
opposition, and Lewis reverted to 
his old policy of “no contract, no 
work,” at least for the course of 
the bargaining talks. 

The miners, who had been work- 
ing a three-day week since their 
contracts expired in July, walked 
out last Monday in a “voluntary” 
protest against suspension of pen- 
sions and disability payments from 
the three-year-old miners’ welfare 
fund. 

That suspension was ordered by 
the welfare fund trustees after at 
least three large Southern opera- 
tors withheld their payments isto 
the fund. ; 

The fund had been running low 
on money, however, even before 
the operators halted their contri- 
butions. Lewis and Senator 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
the public trustee, voted for sus- 
pending the benefits to miners. 
Ezra Van Horn, then the opera- 
tors’ trustee, opposed it. 

At Washington a new note was 
introduced into the situation by 
a suit charging illegal use of the 
welfare fund. 

The court action charges that 

so much money has dribbled from 
the $100,000,000 - a year fund 
through payments to ineligible 
persons that no amount of roy- 
alty payments” could repair the 
damage.

Compton Thinks Reds Can Wage 
Atom War Within Next Few Years 


Washington U. Chancellor Says News Shows 
Great Effort by Russia, Fits Closely With 
U.S. Scientists’ ‘Minimum Estimate. 


Russia will be able to wage ef- 
fective atomic warfare “within the 
next few years,” Chancellor Ar- 
thur H. Compton of Washington 
University, one of the principal 
figures in the development of the 
first atomic bomb, declared today. 


Commenting on the disclosure 
that Russia apparently has learned 
to make an atomic bomb, Compton 
said: 


The fact that the Russians 
have exploded an atomic bomb in 
less than five years after Hiro- 
shima means that they have made 
a great effort to parallel our 
atomic weapons. 

“The time required fits closely 
with the minimum estimated by 
American scientists as from three 
to five years but would not have 
been achieved without a major ef- 
fort on Russia’s part. 

“This does not mean that 

Russia is prepared now to match 
Time is 
needed to accumulate enough 
atomic weapons. It does mean 
that within the next few years 

Russia will be able to wage ef- 
fective atomic warfare. 

“Unless firm agreements are 
reached to the contrary the atomic 
weapon race is on. Personally, I 
see no indication that will stop 
this race. I am, nevertheless, not 
pessimistic regarding the occur- 


rence of atomic war. Nations will 
make every effort to avoid it be- 
cause even victory in such a war 
means disaster. 

“In a statement before an inter- 
national gathering in Paris in 1946 
I voiced this thought as follows: 

“*Readiness with atomic bombs 
will cause any possible enemy to 
hesitate long before starting a 
war, since, whether it is victorious 
or not, it will be sure to suffer 
severe destruction. 

The reason for starting the 
war will accordingly need to be 
more compelling than those which 
have brought about any of the 
wars that have occurred during 
the last century. 

“‘Atomic preparedness would 
have the high cost associated with 
all competitive armament and 
would supply a basis for continued 
international suspicion. It is, how- 
ever, I believe, the alternative that 
will be followed, if our attempts 
to reach mutual agreement should 
fail. With all its difficulties of 
high costs, and continued sus- 
picions this method would also 
have the effect of making unlikely 
the outbreak of war.’ 

“Clearly the situation calls for 
every effort to strengthen the 
powers working for peace. The 
Russian success will, I believe, 
give real vitality to such de- 
velopment.” 


LABORATORY PLANS 
WILD MOUSE HUNT 
FOR CANCER STUDY 


BAR HARBOR, Me., Sept. 23 
(AP)—A nation-wide wild mouse 


hunt was announced yesterday—in 
the interests of medical and sci- 
entific research. 

The Roscoe B. Jackson Memo- 
rial (Cancer) Laboratory is en- 
listing the aid of 250,000 high 
school boys and girls in science 
clubs. 

Officials hope the project will 
contribute importantly to the dis- 
covery of new scientific facts 
about cancer. 

The youngsters will seek 13 
types of undomesticated mice. 
They will study them under the 
laboratory’s direction for cancer 
incidence, information about 
which is practically unknown as 
yet to the scientific world, said 
Dr. Clarence C. Little, laboratory 
director. 

The laboratory will give instruc- 
tions for trapping the mice. It 
also will provide directions on 
how to recognize external cancer 
in living specimens or to identify 
it at autopsy. 

Dr. Little said the laboratory 
would diagnose lesions suspected 
of being cancerous. When methods 
of breeding the mice in captivity 
have been worked out by the 
students, it, will supervise or con- 
duct studies of inheritance. 
The laboratory is the world’s 
largest producer of genetically 
controlled mice.

1. Defeated 47 to 31 an amend- 
ment by Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, to trim $100,-

the aid for western Europe. 


2. Defeated 71 to 7 an amend- 
ment by Senator Jenner (Rep.), 
Indiana, to earmark about $100,- 
000,000 of the funds for rebuilding 
Europe’s churches. 

3. Approved a change of lan- 
gutge to make sure that President 
Truman cannot release the bulk 
of arms for Europe until the de- 
fense committee of the Atlantic 
pact nations recommends a de- 
fense plan. This amendment was 
offered by Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, 

4. Approved an amendment by 
Senator Magnuson (Dem.), Wash- 
ington, to require the shipment in 
American vessels of at least 60 
per cent of the arms. 


5. Rejected an amendment 
which would have earmarked 10 
to 25 per cent of the funds for 
a European police force which 
would form the basis for a United 
Nations international police force. 

6. Defeated three amendments 
by Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, to deny aid to Britain so 
long as it encouraged the parti- 
tion of Ireland. 


The ballots showed a_ shift 
among Senators in their voting 
as compared with the 82 to 13 ap- 
proval given the North Atlantic 
Treaty. 


Senators who voted for the pact 
but against the arms aid were 
Democrats Byrd of Virginia, Frear 
of Delaware, George of Georgia, 
Gillette of Iowa, Long of Louisi- 
ana, Johnson of South Carolina 
and Russell of Georgia; Republi- 
cans were Bricker of Ohio, Cain 
of Washington, Ecton of Mon- 
tana, Martin of Pennsylvania, 
Schoeppel of Kansas and Williams 
of Delaware. 


Two Senators who voted against 
the pact switched over to support 
the arms program. They were 
Donnell of Missouri and Flanders 
(Rep.), Vermont. 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon 
was taken to the Senate in an am- 
bulance to cast his vote for the 
foreign arms program. Morse, who 
suffered torn muscles in a fall 
from a buggy at a horse show, was 
rolled into the chamber in a wheel 
chair. After voting he returned to 
the naval hospital at Bethesda, 
Md. 


The Senate-House conference to 
settle differences over the arms 
program probably will begin next 
week. Connally, who, will head 
the Senate conferees, said he will 
fight to keep the Senate bill intact. 

Connally told reporters: “As 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, I am grati- 
fied at passage of the program and 
delighted over the defeat of the 
crippling and enfeebling amend- 
ments.” 

In the Debate, Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, contended that the 
program contemplates arming 
every nation in the world that 
might be opposed to Russia. This, 
he said, “is likely to incite Russia 
to war.” 

But Vandenberg argued that the 
goal is “stopping aggression before 
it reaches us.” Had the foreign 
aid program to date been less suc- 
cessful than it has been, he said, 
“we probably would be voting bil- 
lions” to fight a defensive war.

One of the bills would authorize 
the city to accept a grant of 
$730,000 from the Public Housing 
Authority for surveys and plans 
for the entire development of 
12,000 public housing units, which 
would be built in the next five 
years at the ultimate cost of 
$88,200,000. 

The measure indicates that the 
money would have to be spent 
progressively over the five year 
period, with $150,000 available 
from the total sum for the 5800 
low-cost units assigned by the 
Government to the St. Louis Hous-

The United States has set off 
five atomic explosions since the 
war—two at Bikini and three at 
Eniwetok in the Marshall Islands. 
Two blasts drove Japan to sur- 
render, those at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in August 1945. The 
first was on July 16, 1945, in the 
desert 120 miles south of Albu- 
querque, N. M. 

The leveling of Hiroshima, an- 
nounced by Truman on Aug. 6, 
1945, resulted from the first use 
of an atomic bomb against an 
enemy. It culminated six years 
of effort without precedent on the 
part of scientists, engineers, mili- 
tary men and government officials 
of the United States, Canada and 
Great Britain. : 

The story dates from late 1939 
when Dr. Albert Einstein urged 
this country mobilize its efforts 
toward an atomic bomb. A com- 
mittee was organized and research, 
which had been done in a small 
way with Navy funds, was put 
on a full-scale basis. 

From there to Hiroshima cost 
the United States $2,000,000,000 
and the prize was victory over 
the Germans in the race for an 
atomic bomb and surrender of 
Japan without invasion.

“If both the United States and 
Russia have it there will be no 
war,” Hahn said in an interview 
on being informed of President. 
Truman’s statement that there: 
has been an atomic explosion in-

it was with poison gas.” 

Hahn, who won the Nobel prize 
in 1944, and Prof. Lise Meitner, a 
German refugee who helped de- 
velop the atomic bomb in the 
United States, were jointly award- 
ed the Max Planck medal for 
scientific achievement today. 
Hahn is a professor at Goettingen 
University. 

“The news that the Russians 


have the bomb astonished me,” 


said Hahn. “I never have believed 
it. According to my calculations, 
they could not have it before an- 
other two years.” , 
But, he added: President Tru- 
man knows more about this than 
d 


o. 

Prof. Meitner said she also was 
astonished by the news. 

The medal, highest award of the 
German Society of Physicists, was 
presented at Bonn University in a 
ceremony attended by President 
Theodor Heuss, of the new west- 
ern German republic.

A proposal for a preamble aid 
bill of rights that would give the 
city of St. Louis and its inhabi- 
tants a fuller measure of home 
rule than they enjoy at présent 
was made to the St. Louis Board 
of Freeholders at its meeting yes- 
terday by Alroy S. Phillips, a mem- 
ber of the board. 

In addition to guaranteeing to 
the citizens the familiar civil 
rights enumerated in state and 
federal constitutions, the charter 
proposal included some rights that 
would belong to the city as a 
corporate entity. 

One of these would be the right 
to fix the compensation of per- 
sons engaged in the execution of 
the city’s powers. This would have 
the effect, if recognized, of tak- 
ing from the state legislature the 
right to fix the salaries of police 
as well as sheriff, circuit clerk, 
circuit attorney, prosecuting at- 
torney, collector of revenue, re- 
corder of deeds, coroner and li- 
cense collector. These salaries are 
all paid by the city but are fixed 
by the state, Phillips pointed out. 

Would Assert Aid Rights. 
The r also would assert 
t of the city to state aid 
from taxes collected in the city in 
the proportion such taxes bear to 
the total collected throughout the 


state. 

The eity would have the right to 
diminish or extend its boundaries 
into adjoining counties and to con- 
solidate with adjoining cities. It 
also would have the right to sue 
on behalf of its inhabitants to en- 
force any common rights, liberties, 
privileges and immunities belong- 
ing to all its citizens. 

The proposal calls attention to 
the unequal representation of citi- 
zens of the city in both the Unit- 
ed States Congress and the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Mis- 
souri in proportion to other 
citizens of the state and calls that 
fact an abridgment of the voting 
right which results in taxation 
without representation and a vio- 
lation of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. 

In the field of individdual civil 
rights, the proposal would provide 
that no “ordinance, court, officer 
or employe of the city in the dis- 
charge of his duties shall dis- 
criminate against any person by 
reason of race, creed, color, na- 
tional origin. or labor or other or- 
ganization membership, or deny 
to any person any of his civil 
rights and” liberties.” Phillips 
pointed out the provision would 
cover Communists in the enjoy- 
ment of their civil rights. 


Independent Judges. 


Judges of the city courts would 
be independent of the will of the 
Mayor or other authority which 
appoints’ or confirms them, under 
the proposal, and justice would be 
administered therein “without sale, | 
denial or delay.” 

A stricter search warrant clause 
than that contained in the State 
Constitution would be provided in 
the proposal by requiring a de- 
scription of the place to be searched 
“and the person or thing to be 
seized.” The Constitution provides 
for a description of the place to 
be searchced “or” the person or 
thing to be seized. 

Persons arrested for violation of 
city ordinances would become 
wards of the court from the time 
of their arrest and would have 
immediate right of communication 
to obtain bail and to confer with 
counsel and relatives and friends 
at all reasonable times during con- 
finement, Denial of this right 
would be punishable as contempt 
of court. 

In all prosecutions in city courts 
in which conviction might result 
in imprisonment, the proposal 
would give the accused the right 
to counse] and would require the 
court to appoint counsel if the 
prisoner were found to be with- 
out funds “unless he makes an in- 
telligent Trial by" such right.” 


Jury. 

Right to trial 1 jury in the 
city courts would remain inviolate 
under the proposal which would in- 
crease the number of jurors from 
the six now used to 12 and would 
require them to be provided from 
the list supplied the circuit court 
instead of being taken off the 
streets when needed. 

All employes of the city would 
have the right to organize and 
bargain collectively with all of- 
ficers of the city except the board 
of Aldermen, — 16 said police, 
as officers, Wo not be given 
this right..

Birth 19 Years = 
Which Closed Show, 
Caused Legal Fight 
Over Dismissal Pay for 
Cast. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
Mary MacArthur, actress Helen 
Hayes’s 19-year-old “act of God” 
daughter whose birth stirred a 
theater world controversy, died 
last mght. 

The young woman's death came 
as she was preparing to appear 
next month in a supporting role 
with her mother in the Broadway 
premiere of a new play. ’ 

She died at Lenox Hill hospital 
of what physicians termed a “gen- 
eralized virus infection.” Her 


father, Playwright Charles Mac- 
Arthur, and Miss Hayes were at 
her bedside. 

The “act of God baby“ label 
was pinned to Miss MacArthur be- 
fore her birth. The controversy 
arose when her mother was forced 
to withdraw from the starring role 
in “Coquette” in 1929 by the ap- 
proaching birth of her child. 

Her withdrawal resulted in clos- 
ing of the play and a subsequent 
dispute over actors’ salary rights. 

Miss Hayes’s side contended that 
having a baby was an “act of God” 
and could not be considered a 
breach of contract or other cause 
for withholding salaries. 

Arbitrators never ruled on the 
“act of God” claim, but ordered 
that two weeks’ salary be paid to 
the play’s cast. 

Miss MacArthur was taken to 
the hospital nine days ago after 
becoming ill while appearing with 
her mother in tryout performances 
of a new play at Westport, Conn. 

The young actress, a graduate 
of the American Academy of Dra- 
matic Arts, lived with her parents 
at Nyack, N.Y. 

At the age of seven, she played 
a walk-on part with her mother in 
“Victoria Regina.” For several 
that, Miss Hayes 
barred a stage career for her 
daughter.

“Well, the members want them,” 
Doran replied. 


Other organizations explained 
they had installed slot* machines 
for the benefit of underprivileged 
children, establishment of Boy 
Scout troops and to provide help 
for Italian, Hungarian, Slovakian 
and Croatian societies. 


138 Guest Members. 


Veterans Social Club of Mitchell, 
III., which operates three ma- 
chines, said the club has only 15 
regular members, but added that 
the organization has “138 guest 
members, most of them service- 
men and their families.” 


The tavern operators, most of 
them from Venice, Madison, Gran- 
ite City, Wood River and Alton, 
told Lewis and Sheriff Harrell 
théy had paid the federal tax, not 
on slot ngachines, but on coin- 
operated punchboards known as 
“Jackpot Charleys,” which pay 
from $1 to $25 to winners. 

All insisted, however, that they 
were not operating the “Jackpot 
Charleys” but were merely hold- 
ing them in the hope they would 
be allowed to use them. 


Sheriff Harrell said he had 
barred “Jackpot Charleys” from 
taverns in the unincorporated 
areas of the county but left en- 
forcement in the communities up 
to local officials. Mayors Stephen 
Maeras of Madison and Leonard 
R. Davis of Granite City, who at- 
tended the meeting, then pointed 
out they’ also had given orders 
against operation of the punch- 
boards. 


Lewis recalled that two years 
ago a United States district judge 
at Springfield had rebuked the 
Madison chief of police because 
of the presence of coin-operated 
devices in his community. 


After the club representatives 
asserted all the slot machines 
were privately owned and Sheriff 
Harrell declared he had never tol- 
erated the machines on a commer- 
cial basis, Lewis made a state- 
ment covering his views on the 
situation. 

“It appears,” he said, “that there 
are no commercially operated slot 
machines in Madison county, nor 
has there been for many years. 
It has long been a county policy 
that bona fide clubs could have 
the machines.”

NEW YORK DRIVE 


ON SLEEPING ILS 


Crackdown on Sale of 


Barbiturates Without 
Prescriptions Follows 
Mounting Toll. 


— 


NEW YORK, Sent. 28 (AP)— 
Eight New York City dru 
were under arrest today as state 
and city authorities pressed a 
drive against sale of sleeping pills 
without prescriptions, 

The crackdown was spurred by 
a mounting death toll from over- 
doses of sleeping potions. 

e eight druggists 
booked yesterday were said to 
have done a lucrative business in 
sleeping tablets among persons in 
the Broadway theatrical district. 

At the request of the Health 
Department, police said, a special 
subsection of the narcotics squad 
for more than two months has‘ 
been checking on reported viola- 
tions at 200 of the city’s 4000 drug 
stores. . ' 

Assistant Health Commissioner 
Jerome Trichter, working with 

lice in the drive, said “bar- 
iturates are closely tied to the 
problem of narcotic control.” 

“It has been our experience,” he 
added, “that drug addicts secure 
barbiturates in order to sustain 
themselves when they cannot get 
their regular supply of narcotics.” 

Trichter said use of the sleeping 
pills, without medical supervision, 
contributes to “crime and acci- 
dents because it allays fears and 
reduces inhibitions.” 

The department reported that 
there were 661 cases last year of 
poisoning from overdoses of the 
pills, and 500 cases so far this 


year. 

The death toll from such over- 
dosages showed a steady climb 
from 156 in 1945 to 200 in 1948, 
the department said. 

State Attorney General Nathan- 
fel Goldstein is handling progecu- 
tions in the first major crackdown 
under a state barbiturate law 
passed in 1946. It provides for a 
one-year prison sentence, a 
fine, or both, for selling barbitur- 
ates without a physician's pre- 
scription.

TWO SULFA DRUGS LOSE A. M. A. 
APPROVAL; CALLED HARMFUL 


CHICAGO, Sept. 23 (UP)—The 
American Medical Association 
announced today that it has tak- 
en two of the sulfa drugs off its 
list because they are classed as 
harmful to some patients. 

The drugs—sulfathiazole and 
sulfathiazole sodium — were re- 
moved from the list published by 
the A.M.A.’s council on pharmacy 
and chem ; 
Dr. Austin Smith, council sec- 
retary, said it was the council's 
policy to take such action when- 
ever new products were discovered 
wihch would have the same cura- 
tive quality but with less ill ef- 
fects. / 

The council found that about 18 
per cent of the patients who re- 
ceived sulfathiazole developed “un- 
toward reactions such as fever, 
rash, acute leukemia and other 
manifestations of toxicity.” This 
compares with about 5 or 6 per 
cent for sulfadiazine and sul-

There is no responsible 
direction of county affairs, and 
no satisfactory accounting ~ of 
county expenditures, he said. The 
lack of adequate home rule and 
merit systems for county employes 
are other major weaknesses, Fiz- 
zell added. 

He attributed the defeat of the 
proposed Jackson county charter 
by the voters last January to the 
opposition of the county Demo- 
cratic committee and the failure 
of proponents to organize support 
for the proposal.

Writer Found That Even With Exemption 
From Sales Tax, Ranging From 25 to 100 
Pct., U. S. Merchandise Was a Better Buy

LONDON, Sept. 23. 


S SOON as you arrive in London, the shop windows cry out why 
the pound had to be devalued. An American, a German, a 


Frenchman—arybody but an 


Englishman—can buy fine shirts, 


dresses, leather goods, suitings, jewelry for export without paying a 
sales (purchase) tax, which ranges anywhere from 25 per cent on 
the wholesale cost for some clothing to as much as 100 per cent on 


pure luxury goods like jewelry. 

The discrimination against Brit- 
ish subjects is tied into the drive 
for dollars: Anything to get the 
American to buy. 

What galls the British is that 
French, German and other nation- 
als come in under the wire. In 
effect, that makes the franc and 
the mark better than the pound— 
in England. Shop windows feature 
placards saying “Special Terms for 
Visitors Overseas,” or, more spe- 
cifically, “Goods can be sent to 
plane or ship without purchase 
tax.” And under a recent regula- 
tign foreigners can buy up to $100 
of goods free of tax for immediate 
use in England. 

Some products, like cashmere 
sweaters, are reserved exclusively 
for the foreign trade. A few shops 
audaciously display export-items- 
only in their windows. But most 
stores, in deference to the British 
gorge which. rises slowly but 
which, when it does rise, rises 
mightily and with lengthy letters 
to the London Times, will display 
discreet window cards saying: 
“Visitors to Britain are invited to 
our export department.” 


Before devaluation, prices were 
hardly enticing, even with the ad- 
vantage of tax exemption. Good- 
grade men’s suits could seldom be 
bought for less than 30 pounds 
($120). Today with a $2.80 pound, 
such suits can’t be called theap 
but they're within range of the 
well-heeled tourist at $84. Which 
goes far to explain Sir Stafford 
Cripps’s decision. Though every ef- 
fort has been made to get goods to 
move from Britain to America, the 
tendency has been the other way. 
A dress buyer at Selfridge’s, one 
of London’s largest department 
stores, said: “If I could only lay 
my hands on more American 
dresses. They walk right out of 
the store.” 

American Styling Preferred. 

British women, apparently, like 
American styling. More than that, 
our materials are usually better. 
Fancy that—in Britain, home of 
fine textiles! Finally, in spite of 
transportation across the seas, 
oftentimes our goods can sell in 
Britain as cheaply as the home 
product. That’s explained by the 
figures. A typical American cotton 
house dress sells in a large United 
States department store like Lit 
Brothers, or Gimbel’s, or Macy’s, 
for about “$3.98, according to our 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. At 
Selfridge’s, before devaluation, a 
comparable British dress would 
cost $6.20. 

The British Government, to keep 
down the cost of living, has spon- 
sored utility clothing — dresses, 
suits, shirts, slips and so on made 


to Board of Trade specifications. 
Profits are rigidly controlled, yet 
the lowest-priced men’s utility shirt 
was 15 shiliings, $3, before devalu- 
ation. But Selfridge’s couldn’t keep 
it in stock—a reminder of OPA 
days in the United States when 
manufacturers switched from low- 
priced, low-profit lines to higher- 
priced, higher-profit lines. In 
America, a comparable shirt would 
sell for a good deal less—perhaps 
$2. 

I brought over a shirt which 
cost $2.95. When I showed it to 
the buyer at Selfridge’s, he said 
an Englishman would have to pay 
39 shillings, or about .$7.80 before 
devaluation and $5.46 after, to get 
something comparable. The Brit- 
ish material would be slightly bet- 
ter, the workmanship about the 
the same. 

And so the comparisons go. A 
British electric refrigerator of 6.4 
cubic feet capacity, prior to de- 
valuation, would have cost $500 
of which the purchase tax is $100. 
A comparable American model, 
but larger—8 cubic feet — would 
cost in the United States $229.75. 
A British electric toaster, similar 
to our de luxe pop-up models 
which sell for around $20, would 
have cost $33.60. A small popular 
toaster marketed for about $17 in 
London, but is seldom in stock. 

Question of Quality. 

A man’s suit, utility model, sold 
for about $35 to $50, but wouldn’t 
compare either in cloth or work- 
manship to our $40 jobs. Even the 
30 per cent devaluation would not 
make many British quotations 
cheap relative to ours. 

The economic lesson was all too 
clear. So long as the pound was 
one to four dollars, the capacity 
of the British Isles to earn dollars 
was limited to Scotch whisky, fine 
leather goods, cashmeres, antiques 
and other items which the great 
mass of Americans won't go for. 
Yet only mass volume will fetch 
the dollars Britain so desperately 
needs to close the gap. 

The British are aware of their 
high prices. When I arrived, stat- 
isticians of the Board of Trade 
were busily stacking up Sears, 
Roebuck catalog prices against 
prices of British mail order firms. 
And when I put in an appearance 
with Bureau of Labor Statistics 
specifications and actual prices 
charged by American department 
stores, I was statistical manna 
from America. 

But hardly for long. My re- 
searches bore out theirs: With 
only a few exceptions, American 
prices were lower than Britain’s 
—with or without tax. Through 
devaluation, the British hope to 
redress the price balance and re- 
verse the export-import trend.

T HE extremely complicated question of who shall direct handling 


of the Missouri Valley under the Interagency plan has been 
brought up publicly before the Missouri Basin Interagency committee 


for the first time. 

The committee meeting here 
yesterday and today was warned 
by its chairman, W. G. Sloan, that 
it will have to come to grips with 


this problem soon. This was one 

of several matters of potential 

threat and supercharged contro- 

versy taken up by the committee. 
Others included: 

Pointed and vigorous notice 
by South Dakota that it would 
fight for its “fair share” of the 
hydro-electric power to be gen- 
erated within its borders on 
Missouri river dams. 

A politely but firmly Voiced 
reminder to the voluntary or 
extra-legal Interagency Commit- 
tee by Senator Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.) of Wyoming that 
Congress intended to retain the 
over-all planning authority for 
the basin. 

Renewal of the bitter objec- 
tions by some Interagency mem- 
bers to criticisms of the Inter- 
agency or Pick-Sloan plan by a 
Hoover Commission task force 
and the chairman of that group, 


Leslie Miller, former Governor 


of Wyoming. This Was oc 
casioned by a fear that these 
criticisms had raised some 
doubts in the public mind and 
were having an adverse effect 
on appropriations for the huge 
Interagency program. 

No Action on Water Control. 

Chairman Sloan brought up the 
question of regulating the water 
to be impounded as a surprise at 
the end of yesterday’s session. The 
committee took no action but his 
statement was intended as a no- 
tice that the issue must be faced 
eventually. Some of the new dams, 
notably the larger ones, are proj- 
ects of the Army’s Corps of En- 
gineers, while the bulk of them 
are sponsored by Interior's Bu- 
reau of Reclamation. 

For the avowed intention of 
providing co-ordinated irrigation, 
flood control, power production, 
recreational use, fish and wildlife 
aid, municipal water supply and 
navigation, some agency will be 
required to say how and when the 


flow of water out of each reser- 
voir shall be ordered. 

This long has been recognized as 
a latent source of trouble under 
the existing system of independent 
federal and state agencies, co- 
ordinated only through Interagen- 
cy. This fact haz been one of the 
arguments for a Missouri Valley 
Authority with complete powers 
over the operation of the basin 
plan. 

“Within the next year five or 
six dams now under construction 
will be completed,” said Sloan. 
“Sooner or later we are going to 
be up against the question of ad- 
ministering or regulating the flow 
ef water, and policing it for the 
people who are going to use it. 
This is a major problem, which 
will be too big for one man and 
may call for several men. 


Must Protect State Rights. 


“State water rights must be pro- 
tected. Reservoirs of the Corps of 
Engineers require regulation for 
their particular purposes and at 
the same time we must get the 
most possible power and irriga- 
tion. 

“No one agency has the power 
to control that water or to regu- 
late it. In most of the states of 
the basin the states themselves 
have authority to regulate it for 
themselves. 

“The question will be what sort 
of organization to have for regu- 
lation of the water, what author- 
ity, and how to get the best man- 
agement. Each of the agencies 
has been considering this for some 
time. The Bureau of Reclamation 
and the Corps of Engineers have 
had a meeting of minds on some 
phases, but the states haven't been 
consulted. 

“I've been told that if this com- 
mittee can’t regulate the -water, 
some of the federal agencies may 
have to, and that may not be the 
best way.” 

The Bureau of Reclamation reg- 
ulates the water of the lower 
Colorado river “on sufferance,”

Yearly Budget 
Balancing Idea 
Called Unsound 


University Econo- 
mists Attack Prin- 
ciple in Reports to 
Congress.

Sept. 23 (AP). 
GROUP of university econo- 
mists told Congress today the 
idea of a balanced federal 
budget every year is an unsound 

principle. 

If the Government’s spending 
and income balance each other in 
good years as well as bad,- they 
said, “there would have to be 


either big fluctuation in expendi- - 


tures programs or sevére and per- 
verse changes in tax rates. 

“To vary expenditures in this 
manner,” they continued, “would 
disrupt the essential services pro- 
vided by the government. 

“Applied to military expendi- 
tures, it would mean a large de- 
fense program in boom years and 
a small defense program in de- 
pression years.” 


The 13 economists, representing 
the National Planning Associa- 
tion, expressed their views in two 
reports to a Senate-House Eco- 
nomic subcommittee. 


The association had been asked 
by Senator Douglas (Dem.), IIIi- 
nois, head of the subcommittee, 
to survey government fiscal, credit 
and monetary policies. 

The planning group, headed by 
H. Christian Sonne, describes it- 
self as a “nonprofit, nonpolitical 
organization . . devoted to plan- 
ning by Americans in agriculture, 
business, labor and the profes- 
sions.” 

Tax Cut Criticized. 


In one of the reports, titled 
“Fiscal Policy in the Near Fu- 
ture,” the economists deplored the 
five-billion-dollar income tax cut 
put into effect last year by the 
Republican-controlled Eightieth 
Congress. 

“Past decisions on taxes and 
commitments on expenditures have 
resulted in a current deficit in the 
cash budget,” the group said.

They, of course, 
have had the pleasure of visiting with us 
in San Diego, and even though they 
vehemently denounced our city to our 
face, it does seem strange, wouldn’t you 
say, that immediately upon their return 
to St. Louis a “for sale” sign was tacked 
up in front of their “no place like home!” 
They are moving here next October be- 
cause, as they stubbornly aver, they don’t 
want to break family ties. 

As a former St. Louisan, I would like 
to give you my version. 

Theaters, for instance. Yes, they are 
different! We have the regular priced 
seats at 55 cents which are uncushioned 
‘like the majority of your St. Louis thea- 
ters, and are in the back and more un- 
desirable spot. Then we have the special 
at 75 cents. These are situated about the 
center balcony and cushioned. Then our 
loges, at 90 cents, are situated most stra- 
tegically, cushioned and padded, and they 
slide forward too, in case you are the 
type that habitually sits on your neck. 
For 35 cents more, Patricia, it would 
have been well worth it. In St. Louis, as 
I remember, the prices were general, 
and it was usually your luck to be seated 
either behind, in front or next to some 
gum -chewing, popcorn-crunching ape, 
and you would spend the entire length 
of the show casting nasty glances at 
your neighbor.

As for climate, Patricia is way off. In 
San Diego, our temperatures vary from 
46 to 88 all year round. Of course, we 
had our record heat for four years—94. 
It is hotter, I'll admit, in other parts of 
California, particularly Los Angeles. The 
desert reaches 113. But in the evening of 
these extremely hot days, we sleep with 
blankets instead of batting mosquitos 
around and regulating the electric fan. 

As for variety, we have that too. After 
mowing the lawn and sprinkling the 
flowers on a Saturday morning in De- 
cember, we can load our car with skis, 
sleighs, and ~vhat-have-you, and drive

of sports, The snow is two to three feet 
deep there all winter long. And the snow 
is white. 

You holler fog. Egad, I can remember 
when I used to carry a knife to work 
every morning in St. Louis to cut my 
way through. Our fog here, when we 
have it, blows over by 10 a.m., and even 
at that you can see through it.

Cost of Belleville Houses 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your news article regarding the low 
cost of building in Belleville was read

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Following Britain 

More than 20 governments already have re- 
valued their currencies in response to London's 
sharp eut in the dollar value of the pound. Still 
others are expected to do so. : 

The chief reason for doing so is to avoid giv- 
ing the British a competitive advantage in in- 
ternational trading, especially in the dollar area. 
If the British are offering cut-price bargains by 
the device of cheapening their money, then Paris, 
Rome, Copenhagen, Cairo and the rest intend to 
offer the same kind of bargains. 

Speculators, however, are the most immediate 
beneficiaries, That was shown by the frantic gold 
trading in London. Anybody who has gold to 
turn into dollars, of course, can get 30 per cent 
more in pounds for those dollars than he could 
last week. Sharp traders also may see advan- 
tages in exchanging other currencies at their 
new rates. 

The price of gold abroad probably will quickly 
rise to the point at which it is in line with the 
American price. London dealers already have 
boosted the price of silver in this manner. The 
danger is that merchants and manufacturers will 
run up commodity prices to point where they 
bring as many dollars as before. That, of course, 
would rob devaluation of all its potential bene- 
fits. The British Government may have to resort 
to complicated regulations to prevent this. 

What has happened on the European continent 
since the end of World War I is a reminder of 
what the consequences of devaluation may be 
if the measure is not quickly followed by a 
sharp increase in production and by stiff price 
controls and the like. Monetary inflation broke 
Weimar Germany. It came close to having the 
same consequences for victorious France, and 
Italy. But even after the drastic devaluations of 
1936, the franc and the lira, once worth about 
20 cents, were still worth roughly five cents. 

By last year, however, France had officially 
cut the franc to 214 to the dollar, and it was 
possible to get as many as 400 francs for a dol- 
lar in the “free market.” In the previous year, 


1947, Italy twice devalued the lira. In January, 


Rome cut the price to 375 for a dollar, and in 
November the rate was set at 590 for a dollar. 
To a considerable extent, this represents the 
poverty created by the last war. 

In France particularly, the reaction to the cuts 
was a boost in prices. Thus, many persons not 
only saw their savings reduced to the vanishing 
point, but they also found their wages sadly 
out of line with the increased cost of living. 
Strikes and other difficulties ensued. A measure 
of stability was maintained only with Marshall 
plan help. | 

Both France and Italy now have again de- 
valued. Like the British, they hope to confine 
the effects of this action to international trade. 
But as Walter Lippmann points out, there are 
bound to be domestic repercussions. The railway 
workers, Britain’s most troublesome unionists, 
already are grumbling. In attempting to meet 
these internal tests, London will find that de- 
valuation is a gamble rather than a miracle. It 
is to be hoped that it will turn out to be a 
winning gamble.

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Doorway to the Star Chamber? 

There are known eriminals in the United 
States because the Government would have to 
divulge top secret information on national se- 
eurity to prosecute them. | 

So Attorney General McGrath has advised 
the Judicial Conference headed by Chief Justice 
Vinson. The Cabinet officer thinks the Judicial 
conference may want to give “consideration to 
the problem.” 

Undoubtedly this situation does present a 
problem to prosecuting authorities. In an atomic 
age, there are times when a case would involve 
facts whose disclosure would be a threat of 
secret plans and operations. Yet qualified agents 
are resourceful and vigilant. In the end they 
come in ‘with evidence that will stand up in 
open court. 3 

As for making cases on evidence which only 
the judge, the lawyers and the jury see, or see 
in limited form, that is a procedure which 
sounds most ill-advised. It suggests the Star 
Chamber and it certainly could lead to abuse. 
Better that a few criminals continue to lead 
uneasy, furtive lives of freedom, if such they 
can be called, than that the United States should 
weaken the guarantees which protect the. in- 
dividual’s right to a fair trial. 

Attorney General McGrath should go slow in 
pushing this procedure. Many citizens are hop- 
ing that the Department of Justice under him 
will have much more regard for the Bill of 
Rights than it ever had under Tom Clark.

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For a Union House-cleaning - 

A Communist-dominated leadership has re- 
tained its control over the CIO Electrical Work- 
ers union. CIO Secretary-Treasurer James 
Carey, who is himself & member of the union, 
led the fight against its officers at the Cleve- 
land convention. His opposition mustered more 
votes than a year ago, but not enough to turn 
out President Albert Fitzgerald and Secretary 
Julius Emspak. 

As reported, this is a major set-back for 
Carey, President Philip Murray and the other 
national officers of the CIO in their fight against 
Communist influences in America’s junior labor 
organization. It leaves them ‘with some hard deci- 
siors to make. 

No doubt, they will be counseled in some quar- 
ters to suspend the Electrical Workers from CIO 
membership. They may even be urged to or- 
ganize a rival union, thus committing labor's 
unforgivable sin of dual unionism. It is doubt- 
ful, however, whether such steps would accomp- 
lish much good. They certainly would create 
widespreading turmoil and trouble. | 

Perhaps the saving factor in the situation is 
that, in their Communist associations, the UE 
leaders do not, as Carey points out, represent 
a majority of the union’s rank and file members. 
Communists and fellow travelers have been 
elected to union offices more than once not for 
their ideologies, but for the organizing and 


‘bargaining they have done. Indeed, such men 
usually hide their political affiliations. 


This gives the UE opposition leaders a chance 


to go back to the locals, there to make Commu- 


convention delegates. It is hard to see. how they 
could 


‘Yecomplish much by having the present. 


leaders expelled from on high. In such an event, 
the leaders probably would take many of the 
locals out of the CIO with them. But it would 
be another story if these leaders were defeated 
by democratic voting in the locals. That means 
at least another year of struggle, but it seems 
the way to a solid victory.

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Reminder From Pittsburgh 
Probably we ought to rise in wrath at the 


announcement that Pittsburgh is going to build 


a super Rockefeller Center to indicate that it 
is “the historic gateway to the West.” It would 
be easy to show that it is no more than the 
back-door of the East. And it would be even 
easier to prove that the St. Louis levee is the 
genuine, original and only portal to God's 
country. 

But from now until the end of the baseball 
season, we are reserving all our wrath for the 
umpires—just in case they threaten to get be- 
tween the Cardinals and the pennant. So, to 
Pittsburgh go congratulations for an imaginative 
project on the grand scale. The city will have 
a Golden Triangle indeed when some 60 acres 
of old buildings are replaced by skyscrapers 
and plazas even more resplendent than the mag- 
nificent development across the way from New 
York’s St. Patrick’s. 


No doubt, it will be argued that housing should 
come before such commercial splendor. But we 
hope that Pittsburgh will manage to achieve 
both. A city, like a man, does not command 
much respect unless it reveals a touch of van- 
ity—or maybe the better word is pride. The 
Parisian bridges across the Seine, Chicago’s 
Grant Park, Kansas City’s Soldiers Memorial, 
Boston’s Charles River Embankment and all 
such embellishments may be held to be about as 
useful as an elegant neck-tie. But such arguments 
leave us as cold as the proposition that one can 
cross the ocean as surely on a freighter as on 
the Queen Elizabeth.

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The Case of Laszlo Rajk 


A “merciless” verdict has been demanded in 
the treason trial of Laszlo Rajk and seven others 
in Budapest. No doubt this is what Rajk will get. 
The whole treason trial rings a distant bell, as 
if it had been heard before. 

Rajk was a Hungarian Communist of the most 
fanatical, even the most trusted sort. He vented 
public hate on the United States, he had a long 
record of subservience to Moscow, and for this 
he was rewarded with the post of Minister of 
Interior in the Hungarian Communist Govern- 
ment. There he controlled the police. 

But Rajk has confessed that he wasn't all he 
should have been. What he really was, according 
to his confession, was a police informer against 
Communists from 1933 on. He plotted to assas- 
sinate Communists, he served American masters, 
he admitted a fascist cdnscience—and he also 
spied for Marshal Tito. 

The confession itself is confused, for Rajk 
could hardly have been all the things he said 
he was. Byt against the record, the confession 
is more than personal. It reflects on Moscow, the 
Kremlin, the highest Communist dogma. For 
how can it be that such a confessed enemy could 
have been for so long the trusted agent, given 
power of life or death over Hungarians? 


In trial after trial and confession after con- 
fession, the Communist power has asked the 
world to believe too much. Perhaps it does not 
care what the world believes. It may be enough 
that Rajk expressed some heresy, or did in fact 
follow the nationalist path of a Hungarian Tito. 

If that is so, the Communists are more afraid 
of Rajk than of the revelation of their fear. And 
if they disclose to the world that all is not well 
in the “democratic peoples’ republics,” simply in 
order to try one man, then it seems that Laszlo 
Rajk has had the last word, and not his judge.

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Rough Weather for Shockley 


It is proving rough legislative weather this 
year for State Representative Tom A. Shockley 
of Waynesville. First he failed to destroy the 
non-partisan State Conservation Commission. 
Then he failed to convert the non-partisan staff 
of the General Assembly’s own Legislative Re- 
search Committee into a mess of patronage for 
deserving Democrats. And just now the Demo- 
cratic caucus has turned down his bid to be 
speaker pro tem.

Twa major conditioning features of the 
1952 presidential election campaign already 
can be put down as being fixed and certain 
as anything can be in human events. 

First. Harry S. Truman dominates the 
Democratic party and is the obvious 1952 
cafididate of the party. To borrow from 
British usage, he can be called the Demo- 
cratic party’s candidate-apparent. 

Because he is the candidate-apparent, and 
because he controls the party machinery, 
and because he has a political program 
which won a majori- 
ty of votes in the last 
election, the party 
machine possesses a 
positive sense of its 
direction. It knows 
where it is trying 
to go. 

That direction can 
be defined as at- 
tempting to maintain 
the support of the 
farmer, labor, and a 
the small business Eisenhower 
man. To do that, the Democrats propose 
legislation which would maintain and even 
increase farm income; which would main- 
tain and if possible increase the standard 
of living of the worker; which would main- 
tain and if possible’ increase the prosperity 
of the merchant community with special 
emphasis on the small merchant. 

Achieving these specific objectives is 
never easy. No statesman or economist 


ever yet has succeeded in finding the magic 


formula which would do all three things at 
once. But the Democrats know what they 
would like to do. 

They can advocate their program no mat- 
ter how millennial its achievement would 
be. And their national committee, being 
dominated exclusively by the Truman wing 
of the party, can go ahead and operate 
along the Truman program line without re- 
gard for disagreement within the party. 

Second, Uncertainty as to direction domi- 
nates the Republican party and is reflected 
in the fact that there are today three pos- 
sible leaders for the party in 1952, each rep- 
resenting a different point of view. The 
three are Robert A. Taft, Thomas E. Dewey 
and Dwight D. Eisenhower. Again borrow- 
ing from English terminology, they can be 


called the Republican party’s candidates- 
presumptive. 

Since no one of the three has an inside 
edge, but since conceivable events could 
bring any one of the three to the top, it is 
quite impossible at this stage for the Re- 
publican committee to possess or advocate 
anything at all resembling a coherent pro- 
gram or a clear sense of direction. 

Senator Taft’s chances depend entirely 
on his fortunes in Ohio, where he must 
stand for his Senate seat in 1950. Right 
now he is the strongest single figure in 
the party. 8 

His voice carries more weight at Re- 
publican National Committee headquarters 
than any other. He ig the dominant figure 
in Republican ranks in Congress. But 
should he fall in Ohio in 1950, it is difficult 
to see how he possibly could maintain a 
presidential-presumptive position. 

At that moment, Gov. Dewey certainly 
would reappear as a leading possibility. 
And others certainly will show on the stage 
from time to time. But all the time there 
will be the figure of Dwight Eisenhower 
standing quietly on the edge of the stage 
watching the way the plot unfolds. 


The former general, now president of 
Columbia University, was always there po- 
tentially. There is no doubt that he is 
there actually, now. His Labor day speech 
before the St. Louis Bar Association re- 
moved any doubt in the minds of the poli- 
ticlans. He ig not regarded as seeking the 
Republican nomination, but as being ready 
under certain circumstances to accept it. 

All this leaves the Republican National 
Committee members a difficult problem of 
programming. If their publicity line fol- 
lows Taft, particularly toward isolationism, 
they antagonize the pro-Eisenhower group, 
which is strongly internationalist. 


And if they emphasize the Taft domestic 
program, they antagonize the pro-Dewey 
group, which considers New York State a 
model of a modern community, although it 
has more characteristics of the welfare 
state than any other state in the Union. 

Thus the campaign opens with the Demo- 
crats advocating and the Republicans of 
necessity criticising what the Democrats 
advocate. It remains to be seen which will 
make the best use of its position.

Between Book Ends 


The Old Home Town 


THE WORLD IN THE ATTIC, by Wright Morris. 
(Charles Scribner's Sons, 189 pgs., $2.78) 


No polisters seem to have worked on 
this problem but a reasonable guess is that 
seven out of 10 city vacationeers passing 
through some town smaller than their 
own, ask, “Can you imagine what it must 
be like living in a place like this?” The 
author of this entertaining short novel 
provides a revealing glimpse into a small 
Nebraska town of the kind which often 
inspires this question, and investigates at 
the same time a common emotion, nostalgia 
for the old home town. 


Clyde Muncy, driving back to New York 
with his family after a Western vacation, 
makes a spur-of-the-moment stopover at 
his boyhood home just off a much traveled 
highway. Despite the misgivings of his 
wife, a New Yorker, he wants to see the 
old place and his boyhood friend, Bud Hib- 
bard. Both man and town exhibit the

The book’s jacket somewhat unfairly sug- 
gests more of the usual type of mysterv 
than is actually present in the book and 
some readers may be disappointed. The 
story they do get is an intelligent and dis- 
criminating one, however. Although at 
times the author is somewhat irritatingly 
mysterious about what significance he in- 
tends to attach to certain incidents, his 
touch is deft and the story is told with 
quiet humor and yet with a skillfully 
projected sense of tragedy. Small towns 
sometimes die, both for economic reasons 
and for more obscure ones, or at least con- 
tinue on in a blighted kind of existence. 
This novel examines such a town in an 
unpretentious but effective way.

A Coming Crisis in Foreign Aid

ANY Americans seem to feel that devaluation of the po_nd is 
a kind of just punishment visited on the British for their sins. 
That note runs through much of the comment of the great cur- 


rency upheaval that has shaken the world. 


But actually if devaluation has 
the effect sought by those who 
promoted it, American manufac- 
turers in many fields will come to 
realize that it is 5 1 
a sharp weapon 
in the hands of 
the British. It is 
a weapon which 
may enable them 
to compete in » 
American mar- 
ets from which = 
they have been 
by their high @ 
production costs. r 
When that hap- 3 
pens—if it hap- Dirksen. 
pens— these same 
American manufacturers are go- 
ing to start yelling to high heaven 
about foreign competition subsi- 
dized by taxing the American tax- 
payer. That hits, of course, at the 
central flaw in the Marshall plan 
approach to Europe. 


A Bitter Dose. 


It goes against the American 
temperament—perhaps against hu- 
man nature—to pay out.money to 
help foreigners to become our com- 
petitors. That is possible so long 
as the steam of idealism, engen- 
dered by a crisis psychology, re- 
mains at a high enough level. 
There are today significant signs 
that that level is dropping and 
dropping fast. 

Out in Illinois former Represen- 
tative Everett Dirksen announced 
his candidacy for the Senate in 
next year’s election. In starting so 
early for the seat now held by 
Majority Leader Lucas, Dirksen 
is taking a strong line against 
any further European aid. 

For a Republican in Illinois this 
might be considered just normal 
if it were not for one important 
fact in the Dirksen story. In Con- 
gress Dirksen went all out for the 
European Recovery Program. He 
fought hard and effectively in the 
Eightieth Congress to get the full 
appropriation sought by the Tru- 
— Administration for European 


Dirksen's Reversal. 


Thus his present isolationism, if 
that’s the word for it, represents 
a complete reversal. I remember 
having a long talk with Dirksen 
in the fall of 1947 in London. What 
he had seen in Europe had con- 
vinced him that the United States 
would have to take the lead in 
helping to save Europe from Com- 
munism. 

“It was a good gamble for the 
first year,” he says now. “But look 
at the report for that first year. 


We haven’t gotten our money’s 
worth. Look at the British trade 
deals with Argentina. It hasn't 
brought intra-European trade. 
“It’s a bottomless hole—just as 


in China. There's no use going 
ki through the China experience 


again. From 1939 on we put two 
billions in there and then we put 
in $225,000,000 in ECA money. It 


doesn't appeal to these hard-boiled 
people out here.” 


a Other Signs. 


You can be cynical and say that 
Dirksen is merely angling for the 
support of Col. Robert R. McoCr- 
mick of the Chicago Tribune, who 
is the power in the party in IIli- 
nois. But, after all, the prime ne- 
cessity of a politician is to win 
elections, and Dirksen must have 
concluded that this is the way to 
get elected to the Senate. 

The Dirksen straw could be dis- 
counted if there were not other 
similar signs. Senators who went 
back home during the brief recess 
found considerable grumbling over 
foreign aid. The purchase of Cana- 
dian wheat with ECA dollars sent 
to Britain is bound to cause more 
complaints. 

Those who have always been 
isolationist and eager to discredit 
the whole Administration program 
are ready to capitalize on these 
feelings. They will exploit them to 
the utmost. This coming winter 
there will almost certainly be new 
Communist strikes in France, and 
they will feed the mood of dis- 
AUusion. 


Deeper Than Partisanship. 


But it goes beyond partisan poli- 
tics. The time has come, it seems 
to me, when new and bold and 
imaginative thinking is called for 
that will put a program of Euro- 
pean co-operation more nearly in 
line with the realities of the Amer- 
ican taxpayer and the American 
producer. 


Something new—a new X factor 
—is needed that will give the 
average American a practical 
stake in European co-operation 
and recovery. If it is not found, 
the result may be a fatal division 
of the West into savagely compet- 
ing blocs. 

Among those who were most 
dubious about devaluation of the 
pound the fear was that the prin- 
cipal result of devaluation might 
be to drive Amrican exporters out 
of present foreign markets while 
British producers would fail to 
make any real dent on the Amer- 
ican dollar market. In other words, 
the prescription might accelerate 
the very disease it was meant to 
cure,

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Our Duty in

HE Balkan peninsula, where

the First World War started, is 


once again highly inflammable. Sparks are flying in the tinder 
of the Tito rebellion, the Albanian disorder, and the Greek civil 


war. They need to be put out before a fire is lighted which could 


spread, very far indeed. 


The exact nature of the danger 
is as usual obscured by rumor 
in which it is not easy to sepa- 
rate propaganda from truth. But 
there is no real doubt that the 
Cominform, as 


the instrument 
of Soviet policy, 
is conspiring to 
foment armed 
action against 
the independence 
of Yugoslavia, 
and that the 
Greek Govern- 
ment has been 
contempla ting 
an invasion of 
southern Al- 
bania. 

If either threat 
to the peace of 
the Balkans is carried out, it will 
precipitate war and civil war in 
the Balkans which could not cer- 
tainly be localized. All the pow- 
ers could soon be sucked in that 
war. 


No Violated Borders. 


The danger is great enough to 
call for prompt and decisive ac 
tion by the United States. It is 
our duty and interest to take a 
stand against the movement of 
any army across any existing in- 
ternational frontier. We should 
insist that the Greek civil war 
be handled within the existing 
frontiers of Greece, the Albanian 
disorders within Albania, the 
Yugoslav, quarrel within Yugo- 
slavia. The place to draw the line 
clearly and sharply is at the point 
where organized armies or forces 
cross frontiers and intervene in 
domestic struggles. 

If we draw the line there, we 
may be able to prevent civil wars 
and disorders from developing into 
an international war. 

In conjunction with the Brit- 
ish Government we have already, 
it is understood, advised the 
Greeks not to invade Albania. We 
have a right to do this since we 
have armed the Greek Army and 
are meeting the deficits of the 
Greek Government and economy. 
It would be intolerable if the 
Greeks ed our advice and 
implicated us in what would be 
an act of international aggression. 


A Powder Keg. 


The Greek Government can ar- 
gue that it is unable to defeat 
all the Greek guerrillas unless it

the Charter, and that if Yugo- 
Slavia is compelled to resist mili- 
tary invasion across its frontiers, 
and asks for help, help will be 
given promptly and in full meas- 
ure, I do not believe we should 
wait until trouble breaks out and 
the issue has been brought before 
the Security Council to make our 
position known. 

Preventive action of this sort 
will not involve new risks or a 
new commitment. For the truth 
is that overt military action across 
any frontier or agreed line of mil- 
itary demarcation, no matter 
where it occurs, would bring the 
world to the verge of war. The 
peace of the world has been main- 
tained, despite all the bitter inci- 
dents and intrigues of the cold 
war, because actually the military 
frontier of the armistice has never 
been violated by the Red Army or 
by any Western army. 


Important Test Case. 


There will be no Third World 
War, and there will always remain 
open the prospect of a peaceable 
settlement, if that military frontier 
is not forcibly violated.

A grant of $7000 was presented 
the Missouri Historical Society 
last night by Famous-Barr Co. in 
connection with the combined 
celebrations of the 100th anniver- 
sary of the founding of William 
Barr & Co., the department store’s 
predecessor, and the first anniver- 


sary of the opening of the firm’s 
Clayton store. 

A $7000 check was handed Unit- 
ed States District Judge George 
H. Moore, the society's president, 
by Fred Z. Salomon, the store’s 
vice president, at a preview show- 
ing of the “Pageant of Old St. 
Louis,” an historical exhibit which 
will be displayed at the store’s 
ninth floor exhibition hall through 
Oct. 1. 

The grant is designed to enable 
the society to add qualified teach- 
ers to its staff so that classes in 
Missouri history may be conduct- 
ed by the society for St. Louis 
school children. The classes, ap- 
proved by the St, Louis Board of 
Education, will be open to chil- 
dren in public and _ parochial 
schools in the metropolitan dis- 
trict. 

Object of the program, said 
Charles Van Ravenswaay, society 
director, “is to make the heritage 
and growth of America more real 
to youngsters by permitting them 
to see actual things associated | 
with the past.” 

The display, insured for $500,000, 
contains documents and heirlooms 
which the students will use in 
their studies. All are displayed in 
the store’s “Pageant of Old St. 
Louis,“ which is open to the pub- 
lic without charge. The items are 
on loan from the society. 

The most important single docu-

4 The question of how the elec- 
trie power shall be distributed was 
raised in an unusually outspoken 
statement to the committee by 
Gov. George T. Mickelson of South 
Dakota. A large block of the 
power to be generated under the 
Interagency plan will be produced 
at Fort Randall dam, now under 
construction in South Dakota ema) 
at other dams in the Dakotas. 
Under the law the Secretary 4 
the Interior must give first pref- 
erence on this to public distribut- 
ing bodies, municipalities and co- 

operatives. Nebraska, within a 
few miles of Fort Randall dam, is 
wholly, a public power state, with 
no private electric utilities. Both 
Dakotas are largely private power 
states, with little hope at present 
of getting large shares of the 
Interagency current. 


Mickelson said a report on the 
allocation of the power among the 
states given by the Bureau of 
Reclamation to Interagency in 
May was described as preliminary, 
but that he was surprised to find 
the Interior Department announc- 
ing this as the final plan a few 
weeks later. This allocation was 
highly favorable to Nebraska and 
unfavorable to the Dakotas. 

Gov. Val Peterson of Nebraska. 
who made it plain that he sought 
an amicable settlement of the con- 
troversy and had no quarrel with 
South Dakota, said it appeared 
that the allocation made was the 
only possible treatment under the 
law. He suggested that other 
states might do well to take steps 
as Nebraska has done to provide 
some of their own power generat- 
ing facilities rather than rely on 
the Federal Government. 


Krug Asked for Consultation. 


At Mickelson’s urging, Chairman 
Sloan agreed to notify Secretary 
Krug of the desire of Interagency 
to be consulted on the power 
allocation, with the request that 
contracts for distribution of Fort 
Randall power now being dis- 
cussed should be held up until the 
committee can act. Both Mickel- 
son and Peterson had complained 
that Interagency was ignored on 
this matter although consulted on 
many other phases. 

Kenneth F. Vernon, regional di-

“Who-oo-00 put the lights on the 
Water Tower?” 

“Yulius Lehmann did!” 

This litany of the 1890s was re- 
called by oldtime North St. Louis 


residents last night, wnen flood- 
lights, more brilliant than the arcs 
which “Yulius” and his constit- 
uents knew, were ceremoniously 
turned on for the first time since 
wartime blackout days. Not used 
for water storage since 1910, the 
old tower is the center of a traffic 
circle, and a notable landmark. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst and 
other city officials took part in a 
parade on Grand -boulevard, from 
the vicinity of floodlighted Sports- 
man’s Park to the white Corinth- 
fan pillar at East Grand and 
Twentieth street. 

At the tower, a band played the 
national anthem, and vari-hued 
shells gave momentary color. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock, Mayor 
Darst threw the switch turning on 
the spotlights, so aimed as to 
illuminate all sides of the 175-foot 
shaft. He recalled that use of the 
lights had been discontinued in 
wartime, and expressed the hope 
that peace would keep them, and 
all lights of civilization, burning 
brightly in the future. 

The Water Tower Business 
Men’s Association sponsored the 
celebration, and its president, Dr. 
Paul A. Ebeling, presented prize 
radios to three residents of the 
tower’s vicinity for their near- 
correct guesses on the number of 
bricks in the tower, shown by city 
records from the year of its build- 
ing, 1876, to be 205,991. The near- 
est guessers were Roy Foster, 
203,100 bricks; Mrs. Madeline 
Stumpe, 201,102 and William Bean, 
207,495.

unfortunate, particularly the deci- 
sion in 1948 to reduce taxes; it 
would have been the course of 
sound policy to have revenues ex- 
ceeding or, at the least, equaling 
expenditures at the present level 
of business activity.” 

The economist said however, 
that it would be unwise to in- 
crease taxes now. 

“Such action,” they said, “might 
be in itself unduly deflationary. 
There ig a possibility that the step 
might soon have to be reversed 
to counter a business turndown.” 

Their statement on taxes came 
on the heels of a comment by 
Vice President Barkley that “a 
‘gubstantial reduction in taxes” 
might be made in the next year 
or two. 

Barkley, addressing a druggists 
convention in New York yester- 
day, said however, that he is in 
no position to predict just when 
corporation and individual income 
taxes can be cut. 


The economists’ views on bud- 
get balancing were outlined in a 
report entitled “Federal Expendi- 
ture and Revenue Policy for 
Economic Stability.” 

“The traditional goal of fiscal 

licy was to secure a balanced 

udget in every single year,” the 
report says. “But that objective 
has now proved impracticable and 
besides has serious disadvantages 
in principle.” 

On Budget Problem 


The economists said, however, 
that annual budget balancing does 
have “one great merit”: 


“It provides a yardstick by 
which legislators and the people 
can scrutinize each activity of 
Government, testing it both for 
efficiency of operation and for 
its worthwhileness in terms of 
cost. . 

“If repping the principle of an- 
nual budget balancing were to 
mean dropping all restraints to 
unwise and inefficient expendi- 
ture, grave damage would be 
done to our economic and polit- 
ical systems.” 

The economists 
present: 

“The economy exhibits no dis- 
cernible swing—either toward a 
resumption of inflation or toward 
increasing unemployment — which 
would call for a major change in 
tax rates or expenditures. If any 
substantial change were made, it 
might accentuate an inflationary 
or deflationary movement in 1950 
instead of countering it.” 

But they said the country should 
have positive assurance that the 
Government will be prepared to 
act promptly either if prices 
should climb sharply, or if unem- 
ployment should increase substan- 
tially. Th urged that prelimi- 
n legislation enacted to be 
“effective when needed.” 

The report recommended ad- 
vance 
projects as one such step. The 
Senate has a bill on its calendar 
which would authorize federal 
loans to states and other agencies 
for the planning of such projects.

How ‘They | Woke Up Old — 


Kentucky on the March’ Has Wrought Minor Miracles in State of Horses, Juleps and Backwardness 


By F. A. Behymer 


HERE was a time when Ken- 
T tucky was a backward state, 

content to be such, sleeping 
away its day of opportunity. There 
were some Kentuckians, though, 
who had faith, a particular faith 
in the validity of democracy as 
a solvent for backwardness. They 
went about crying in the dark- 
ness: “Wake Up, Kentucky!” 
When Kentucky awoke the order 
was “Forward, h!” Now there 
is a new Kentucky. It is called 
Kentucky on the March. 

Kentucky woke up and is now 
forward-marching because faith- 
filled men got together and pulled 
together in an organization that 
they at first named “Wake Up, 
Kentucky,” and when Kentucky 
was up re “the 
Committee for Ken Now 
the story of the Committee for 
Kentucky has been told in a book, 
“Kentucky on the March,” written 
by Harry W. Schacter (Harper & 
Brothers, New York) to suggest 
that what has been done in that 
state can be done in any neigh- 
borhood, town, city or state, or 
even a nation, if there is faith 
in the validity of democracy. 

This Harry Schacter is a Louis- 
ville business man (department 
store president) who, back in 
1940, took stock of his state and 
came up with a startling inven- 
tory. The balance sheet showed 
that Kentucky was near the bot- 
tom of the list in most of the 
things that enter into the account 
in determining the status of a 
state. More disquieting was the 
discovery that for 50 years the 
state had been going down hill 
with increasing momentum be- 
cause its people were asleep, 
dreaming of the vanished days 
when fast horses, beautiful wom- 
en and mint juleps were the meas- 
ure of its greatness. 

Fact of the matter was, Ken- 
tucky was sick. It was some- 
thing the old family doctor 
couldn’t handle. Specialists of 
the University of Kentucky were 
called in for a clinic. Their 
diagnosis was that the patient 
was suffering with a lag in in- 
dustrial development, retarded in 
communications, poisoned by pol- 
itics, all clogged up with tradi- 
tion, with ingrown population and 
geographical diversity. 

On top of all that the people 
of Kentucky, “where politics are 
the damndest,” elected in 1943 a 
Republican Governor and a Dem- 
ocratic Legislature, which meant 
that in legislation there would be 
a lot of pulling in opposite direc- 
tions without regard for the health 
of the state. It was time for 
something to be done. 

Harry Schacter had been elect- 
ed president of the Kentucky 
Merchants’ Association. The as- 


‘sociation demanded co-operation 


of the statesmen in the interest 
of the state. Other organizations 
were persuaded to do likewise. At 
a meeting of representatives of 
30 important organizations, it 
was decided to join forces for 
this and other public purposes. 
A permanent all-over organization 
was formed and named “Com- 
mittee for Kentucky,” with Schac- 
ter as president. 

Schacter asked Mark Ethridge, 
publisher of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and Louisville Times, 
where they should go from there 
and Ethridge said: “If the com- 
mittee for Kentucky can develop 
the moral climate in which Ken- 
tucky can make progress, it will 
have made a real contribution to 
our times.” All right, they would 
develop a moral climate. To that

end they set up an objective, a 
plan and a push. 

The objective was to raise the 
level of education, health, welfare 
and economic opportunity, to help 
unfortunates, to wake up democ- 
racy in every town and hamlet. 

The plan was to get the facts, 
to make them known to the peo- 
ple of the state, to stir communi- 
ties to organize for local action, 
to make it clear that if the people 
wanted progress they would. have 
to pay for it, and to make them 
understand the consequences of 


failure. 
T ing 20 of the most important 

organizations in the state, in- 
creased by the end of 1948 to 88 
organizations with a membership 
of 450,000, classified as agricul- 
tural, business and service groups. 
The objectives of the committee 
were translated into two major 
programs — fact-finding reports 
and community service. 

The first part of the five-point 
program was to get the facts. 
They were obtained by sending 
questionnaires asking two ques- 
tions: 1. What do you consider to 
be the 10 most important prob- 
lems in Kentucky? 2. What do 
you consider the order of their 
importance? The consensus gave 
the 10 in this order: Agriculture, 
educatien, health, the state con- 
stitution, welfare, housing, manu- 
facturing, labor, natural resources, 
taxation. 

The reports were distributed 
through the member organizations, 
which incidentally did not include 
manufacturers and bankers, most 
of whom held aloof. 

The reports were not soothing. 
Deliberately they were made 
shocking, with the purpose of 
shaking the people out of their 


. 
HE push was started by enlist- 


lethargy. They were given the 
truth, without pulling any 
punches, in the conviction that it 
would wake them up. It hurt but 
it worked, There was a howl, of 
course, about washing the state’s 
dirty linen in public. The answer 
to that was that the washing was 
being done in the state’s own back 
i and what was wrong with 
at 


The state was flooded with 
wake-up columns in the papers, 
radio programs were put on, essay 
contests were conducted in schools 
and colleges, the plan was incor- 
porated in the curriculum of all 
high schools and colleges. 


Community groups were formed 
to study and take action on local 
problems. An experiment in com- 
munity organization was set up in 
Henderson to serve as an example 
for towns in other parts of the 
state. Five major studies of local 
problems were carried out—agri- 
culture, education, health, housing 
and welfare. A community chest 
was adopted in place of the com- 
peting fund-raising drives that 
had prevailed. A model recreation 
program was set up by city and 
county schools and the T. M. C. A. 
Two welfare workers were em- 
ployed to combat juvenile delin- 
quency. A zoning and planning 
ordinance provided for physical 
growth. A dental clinic was es- 
tablished. Playgrounds were built 
Civil service was introduced into 
the city government. A program 
for adult education was estab- 
lished. A bond issue of $3,000,000 
for a new light plant was adopted, 

The Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in joint session heard 
the story of the Committee on 
Kentucky and Democrats and Re- 
publicans, with unpgecedented 
unanimity, gave it their blessing. 
Then the statesmen went back to 
work and passed a lot of laws to

E and think of all the things in

This 
column is on floor waxes. 

First of all there are three gen- 

eral types of floor waxes; paste 
wax, liquid wax and water-emul- 
sion wax. Water-emulsion wax 
should always be used on linoleum 
or asphalt tile flooring because the 
oils in the other types will cause 
damage. As a matter of fact, you 
should not use an oil wax on 
floors, either wood or concrete 
that have been treated with a 
wood seal. 
Paste wax is applied in thin lay- 
ers and the best way to do this is 
with an electric waxer. If only 
thin coats of wax are applied and 
rubbed in the surface will not 
be slippery. A liquid wax is used 
for cleaning. When it is wiped 
over a surface it softens up the 
wax and picks up the dirt. After 
this has been done you'll have to 
apply some more paste wax. Never 
use an oil mop on a waxed floor 
because the oil will soften up the 
wax. 

Water-emulsion wax is applied 
with a clean cloth. You need two 
coats and the first coat should be 
given about one hour in which to 
dry before the second goes on.
